With increased  cnlistment

total amount paid out during the 
past twelve mcnths was five and a 
quarter million doilars, which will be 
probatly dowbled cr tripled during 
the coming ycar. If peace was d2- 
clared tomorrow provisicn has still 
to be made for the time elapsing he- 
fore the soldiers reach home cr the 
reconsiructicn period, 
'. The first idea of the fund was to 
let every community look after its 
own dependants, but owing to the 
fact that prosperous commrn:ties 
largely ccn‘ribute fewer. recruits 
than those suffering from. fin-rcial 
depression, thus placing the lerger 
burden on the most needy, evcry 
man was asked to put in a common 
purse with disbursements to be made 
accordijnz to the needs. Alberta pro- 
fits by this system, putting in ono 
dollar and receiving two, while — in 
other districts, lees liperal with. re- 
cruits, the opposite is th: cas2. 

The fundamcntal idea of the fund, 

as elucidated by the speaker, wes to 
support soldier’s wives who would 
otherwie2 be in nicd, to reise them 
jfrom the ievel of existence to that of 
{decent living. If , family had sufi- 
icient means to support thtm com- 
fortab, they would not: particip.ite 
in the fund. There are 25,000 names 
/of families © on this list, and 20,000 
| are receiving support. 
' Dealing with tha criticisms of th2 
| tnd, the speaker took up th con- 
tcation of some that the Canadian 
government should provide for de- 
pendants, showing waste and sufier- 
ling occasioned from such a .system 
through its inability to discriminate 
whore a sympathetic committee, as 
embodied in tha- Canadian Patriotic , 
Fund, coukl.. The work was nowj 
done by voluntary effort, and. th's 
system could not be improved. 

Considering the criticism offered 
that in-some cases fafililies of _vol- 
unteers are-receiving more from th3 
jfund than previously provided for by 
the bread-winner, Sir Herbert com- 
mented that he, the bread winner, 
however unpromising his previous re- 
cord, had by volentecring, risen to 
the level of a Canadian ,overseas sol- 
dier, and we must take his wife, up 
to'a like standing.

New Regulations Regard- 
ing Stock Inspection 


At the last session of th2 legislat- 
ive assembly of Alberta, certain a- 
mendments were made to the Stock 
Inspection Act.; Section 9.of the new 
act regds: 


“No vendor of any stock, no own- 


er or lessee of any premises where a 
saie taxes place, and no auctioneer 
conductinz a sale shall in case of— 
(a) Stock sold at public auction 
at. any sale yard, sale, exchange 
or other stable where stock is 
kept, for sale or exchinze; 
(b) Stocx sold at private sale 
at any sale yard, sale, exchange 
or other stable where stcck ~is 
kept for sale or exchange; 
(c) Stock sold at a farm or pri- 
vate sale not included in subsec- 
tions (a) amd (b) hereof where 
stock is offered forsale that has 
not ‘been’ on the premises for 
‘at! least thirty ‘days. °

(2) It shall be the duty of ths 
aucticncer at any auction sale com- 
ing under the prov sions of this sec- 
tion to cause a list of ihe stock to 
be soid ‘at each sale, containing a 
description of each anima} with its 
prends, to be made, signed hy bim- 
self and gn inspector cf stcecx or 
a brand reader, <nd uosted in , con- 
spicuous place qt the place of sale 
at least three hours before the sale 
commences and to see that same re- 
mains posted vntil the conclusion of 
the sale; and he shall give to each 
purchaser of stock gt Said sele a 
memorandum of sale signed by the 
owner and himself.’’

We could not have Locked 
on cynically with fclded arms whilo 
a country we had g#ven our word to 
protect was peing rayaged, tredd:n 
on by one of our own co-trustees. 
If British women and chidren had 
Leen brutaliy destroyed on the Li_h 
sea3 by German submarines this ma- 
‘ton wo ll have insisted cn calling 
the infanticide empire to a stern 
reckoiing. 

‘Everything that has haopened 
since the declaration of war has clear 
ly demonstrated that a military sys- 
tem so regarctess of good faith, ho- 
norabie obligations and the element- 
any impuises of humanity constitut- 
es a2 menace to civilization of the 
most sinister character, and, despite 
the terrible cost of suppreszinz it, 
the well being of humarity demands 
that such a system should be ch.tl.

STILL LOWER GRAIN PRICES 


Starving off with some display’ of 
firmness, domestic wheat markcts 
quickly reversed their course and 
new low tevels for the movement, 
were subsequently cestablish.d. Tho 
‘initial advance Was attributed large- 
ly to early strength in corn, which, 
however, was of temporery duration. 
As time progressed all grains went 
downward under the, influences of fa- 
Yorable weather and in the case of 
wheat the crop situation leaves lit- 
tle to be desired. Reports from the 
American and Canadian spring wheat 
delts indicate that conditions have 
been highiy favorable for harvesting 
and threzhing operatiors and thcrs 
iS avgenoral tendency to imerces> es- 
timates of the probable yield. The 
weekly report of the Price Current, 
was decidedly bearich, statin‘y es it 
did, that the spring wheat crop is 
practically made and that the pro- 
duction is likely to reach 350,090,000 
bushels. This had some effcct on sen- 
timent, gs did glso the expansicn in 
new-crop olerings gnd the de;:rcs3- 
jon in cash values. Aftcr the Decem- 
er option at Chicago had. fallen 
close to,the 90c mark however, some 
suport was rendered by bullish in- 
terests, and this, in connection with 
short covering, temporarily checked 
the decline, Letest statistics cf do- 
mestic .yisible supplics showed a‘ ra- 
duction of about a million bushels, 
and the ‘total on August 28 was on- 
ly sfightly in excess of seven million 
bushels ‘against more than 31,500,600 
bushels..on the corresgonding date 
last year.” In view of th2 prosp:ctivd 
big supplies, however, this disparity 


g |in stockw} has comparatively little | 


offect. ‘Recent improvement in thie 
local flour: situation has bein  sus- 
tained, although the volume of pusi- 
ness has not. yet reached’ normal 
proportions. Export business is re- 
v ving, but the general tendency a- 
mong domestic traders appear to a- 
wait further declines in prices. Pro- 
duction at Minneapolis, Milwaukee 
and Duluth’ this week amounted to 
304,150 barrels, ‘as against‘ ‘281,885 
in the preceding week, and 501,410 
barrels duting the same period last 
year.—Dun’s Review.
